Responding to your letter of October 

alae for titles of books giving the valuation of 
old coins. The difficulty in handling inquiries of this 
nature is because an accurate description of the condition 
of a coin is something on which no two people are likely 
to agree and it is this condition of the piece which to 
a large ee determines the value of a coin. All of the 
dealers handbooks giving appromimtions are unsatisfactory 
because they give a minimum at which they expect to obtain 
a coin which is frequently worth more than the price that. 
is quoted; but again the condition of the piece will some= 
times cause a doubling or tripling of the value of the 
same denomination. My suggestion would therefore be that 
you avoid any attempt at evaluating coins. 


Of the dealers handbooks not mentioned by 
you the following might prove useful: Wayte Raymond, 
465 Park Avenue, New York City,"United States Gold Coins 
of the Philadelphia and Branch Mints", Thomas E. Elder, 
8 West 47th Street, New York City, “Elder Rare Coin Book", 
Guttag Brothers, @9"Stone Street, New York City, "Rare 
Coins of the United States”. The above price lists are 
to be had at s#mething in the neighborhood of $1.00 a piece 
and frequently enable one to tell an inquirer that the 
particular piece which he has is common and therefore of 
too little value to warrant doing anything further with it. 
If this informtion proves to be of any aid to you, I shall 


be very glad.
